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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 

accomplished thereby: 

 

LB 473, the Nebraska Elementary Attendance Region (NEAR) Act, empowers certain school 

districts to create elementary attendance regions. Elementary Attendance regions are community-

governed elementary sites established by residents of a single Class II, III, or IV K-12 district 

with the primary purpose of assuring community educational governance in sparsely populated 

areas of the state. Certain criteria would have to be met to authorize the creation of such a region.  
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
